Viewing with alarm the growing public 
opposftibn ■ to bjg woge Increases that lead 
IntsUably to price Increases, some unions 
are trying a kind of hidden halt play. 

One example is the United Auto Workers 
announced intention ot Insisting on 
"shorter work week." Most people who tend 
to be a bit lazy, and that includes some 
housewives, some business executives and 
some editorial wrltcrj, may sympathize. 

But the "shorter work week" Isn't what 
it pretends to he. As the UAW knows, mak- 
ing autos is a business of all-out effort, 
alternated with slack production. When the 
new models are rotllne off the line, and 
then well Into summer, production-workers 
arC cfillcd upon to put in many hours of 
overtime. When the work week Is shortened, 
the effect Is not to allow the workers to 
spend more time with their wives, children 
and crab grass,.but to force the timekeepers 
to -start flgiirlng-inoro-pay-at-tlmBTind--ii 
half. 

The results of this will show up on the 
.price tags of new cars, because the "shorter 
work tvceJc" Is simply a pay raise in dis- 
guise. Time Is money, as the old saw has it, 
and It's plain to sec that time and a half 
Is even more money. 



JUST DEAD WEIGHT 

With the recent mld-alr collision of 
military Jet and a tanker, the riialtcr came 
up again. The bomber carried nuclear wca^ 
pons.

It is 
a port that Is essential lo the .starting of a 
nucloiir reaction that will lead ultimately 
to an explosion.

The eso-foot 
high dam would create a reservoir 
extending MM miles upstream to 
the low Hells canyon development 
ot Idaho Power company. 

Construction of two powerhouses 
Immediately downstream from the 
dam also Js proposed. One on tttt 
Oregon eldo would hare an Initial 
Installation ot three genera tin b 
unlU with provision made that two 

lort erentuallr might be Installed. 
Power runs Told 

Cob proposed on the Idaho side 
vould have two generating units 
Initially, with allowance mads tor 
utUmate Installation ot three addi- 
tional units. Each unit In both 
powerhouses would be rated 
17S,000 kitowalU, 

The project would be operated 
In coordination with the Northwest 
power pool. Pacific Northwest was 
organised , by tour companies — the 
Montana Power company, Bbtte; 
the Washington Water Power com- 
pany, Spokane; Pacific Power and 
Light company, Portland, and 
Portland Ocneral Electric comptny,
